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WEEKLY LETTER 


WEED CONTROL 

Now that seeding ’operations 
are completed for this season 
our thoughts are naturally cen¬ 
tered upon giving our crops a.* 
favorable conditions for growth 
as possible, so that maximum 
yields may bo obtained. The 
providnjj of an ample supply of 
moisture, wherever this is pos¬ 
sible by means of irrigating, 
and the controlling of weed 
growth will probably be tw ( , of 
the most important problems 
commanding attention dur’ng 
the next few months- The con¬ 
trol of weed growth is not only 
important for the present crop 
but it is is als 0 essential in or¬ 
der to provide clean land for 
next year’s crop. 

In exterminating weeds one 
should be familiar with their 
habit of growth, as different 
types of weeds call for different 
methods of handling. For ex¬ 
ample, annual weeds, such as 
Stinkweed, Russian Thistle, 
Wild Oats, Green Foxtail, Wild 
Buck weed. Pigweed, etc, are 
propagated solely from seeds; 
anv method, therefore, which 
will prevent them from forming 
seed should combat them suc¬ 
cessfully. Perennials, ()n the 
other hand, propagate them¬ 
selves in different ways and are 
much more difficult to control. 
T^ey all produce seed and their 
root systems vary with the dif¬ 
ferent species. Some have ex¬ 
ceedingly deep creeping root 


systems which are most difficult 
to control. Russia n Knapweed 
and Hoary Cress, two new 
weeds which halve been appear¬ 
ing in the Lethbridge district 
in recent years, are good ex¬ 
amples of weeds with this type 
ol system. Others of’ this class 
are Canada Th slle, Perennial 
Sow Thistle, Field Bindweed 
and Blue Lettuce. Some peren¬ 
nials, such as Couch Grass, 
have a more shallow creeping 
root system, while still another 
class, o fwhich dandelion is an 
example, extend only slowly 
from th 0 root but produce an 
abundance of seed. 

In order to control perennial 
weeds we must not only prevent 
them from forming seed but we 
must destroy their root systems 
Deep ploughing is the most ef¬ 
fective means of combatting 
them and the best t'me for 
doing this is just before the 
plants bloom, as they are app- 
roachng their weakest stage at 
that time. 

We need not hope to event¬ 
ual ly make our district free 
from weds, no more than we 
can hope to free it from insect 
pests but our aim should be to 
keep their numbers as low as 
possible, and particularly to pr¬ 
event new weeds from becoming 
established. A little Atlacide or 
some other chenvcal on small 
patches where new weeds app¬ 
ear wij prove much more effect 
ive and economical than trying 
to control them with farm imp¬ 
lements after they have become 
scattered throughout our fields.

Dining the summer months I 
most ol the communicable dis-' 
easees are at a low ebb- There “ 
ar e certain explanations offered’ 
for this seasonl variation. We 
mention it here lest the summer 
decline be used a a an excuse for 
delay, with the idea in mind 
that the danger is past. 

Now is the best time to look 
abe d- and to realize that with 
the i oniing of colder weather, 

Mi just a few montl s Iheie will 
likely occur the 11-4*mal seasonal 
increase in communicable d ; s 
eases. 

Unfortunately, our know¬ 
ledge is limited and so we do 
not possess the means tor the 
prevention or adequate control 
of many diseases. Fortunately, 
however we have had given to 
us practical, simple & safe pro 
cod u res to prevent some¬ 
one of the most persistent dis 
case enemies of children is diph 
theria. For many years this 
disease was responsible for a 
large number of deaths. The 
larger centres of population 
were never free from it, and pai 
cuts dieaded the name diphther 
ia. 

Diphtheria need n () longer 
|| 1> ( . feared. We are fully aimed 
to fight successfully this old 
enemy. This statement is not 
bravado; it can be supported by 
the proof of what has happened 
during recent years in those pla 
ces where the child population 
has been immunized. 

Immunization is a simple and 
safe procedure. It means the in¬ 
jection of diphtheria toxoid un¬ 
der the skin. This toxoid stimul¬ 
ates the body to produce its 
natural defence against diphth¬ 
eria- The result is that the in 
jected person becomes resistent 
or immune, just as he would he 
after recovery from an attack of 
diphtheria, except that with tox¬ 
oid, there io reither danger no? 
s. lferng involved. 

Diphtheria occurs commonly 
In early life. Every child should 
be immunized before he is n 
year old or else he may contract 
the di .ci e before he lias had 9 
chance to secure protection. Jt 
is a responsibility of the parents 
no one else can be held account 
a*Je- You can have your child 
protected against diphtheria, 
Iml you must take the neeesraij 
stc. s to have t cone; otherwise 
your child is not protected. 

There ia no better time thar 
th e present for this and by hav¬ 
ing the diphtheria toxoid gii/en 
now, you can rule out one direa 
;e drnger for jour child. Why 
then delay to protect?
